The local authorities, however, learned 
from private di*putrhes that the airship 
was approaching and so informed the Em¬ 
peror and Princes.

ECLIPSES OF SUN AND 

MOON DURING JUNE. 


The Spectacles Will Be Watched 
With Interest In Astronom¬ 
ical World. 


Washington. May 83.—Two interesting 
spectacles In the astronomical world will 
occur during the coming month. These 
events wifi be eclipse* of th© moon and 
sun. fhe former on June .1 and th© latter 
on June 17. Tne moon will rise totally 
eclipsed and Its totality will hist about 
an hour, wltlle th© nan will only be in 
totality near the North Pole. 

Of chief interest w*ill b» the lunar 
echpre. which will be virible of ab.ni: 
half the earth. 

On June 3 the moon will emerge from 
th© total phase at 9 o’clock. En*t«*rn 
standard time, and will leave ihe shadow 
at 19:14 p. m. It continues in the penum¬ 
bra or pflrt-.-0 shadow until 11:2! o’clock 
p. m . but this latter phase Is not an In¬ 
teresting on© Fnrther west the moon 
will rise later and emerge from the 


shadow at 8 o’clock. Central standard 

time. 

Some Interest Is being mgnlfex^J 
among the astronomers at the United 
Suites Naval Observatory here over th* 
approaching cv©nto, although but Util* 
opportunity will be afforded for making 
Important observations, as the sun set* 
at Washington shortly after first contact 
and the moon will be only partly visible 
at that Institution. According to tho as¬ 
tronomer* at the observatory the next re¬ 
currence of tho sun’s eclipse will be on* 
which will Increase In magnitude at every 
return during the ©l*ht©©n-yoar period 
until a maximum Is reached, after which 
It will decrease. The solar eclipse, which 
occurs on December 12 next, near th* 
South Pole, Is decreasing periodically and 
will shortly disappear from the earth’s 
surface The next ©clips* of th* sun. 
which will be observed In totality In thl* 
country, will occur June H, !9l\ and will 
be visible from Oregon to Florida. 

Tho eclipse of the sun on June 17 be¬ 
gins in Its partial phases In Oatral Art* 
and China and extends down to th* PhU* 
tpplne Islands. _ t ** !

|o, 0 ( 0,000 notes, and reports of marked Im¬ 
provement In the steel and Iron industry. 
Money tended easier. New York banks 
gained heavily on operations with the In¬ 
terior and added over $b,iKti,wd to their 
aurpluf reserves. 

The deal in May wheat was concluded 
without any excitement. The record price 
for this crop was reached on Tuesday 
at V &W lu Chicago, after which the price 
dropped to 181%. but closed at 131. July 
and later options ruled strong until late 
in the week on the theory that short suj>- 
piles and lateness of the growing crops 
Would affect deliveries, but later weak¬ 
ened and July closed Vvc lower. Tho bull 
leader is reputed to have cleared 82,000,000 
on the May deal. The cash grain in all 
market* touched record levels. Corn aud 
oats w«?re strong in the forepart of the 
week, but easy In the latter part.

Crop reports to ilradstreei’s Indicate that 
while there are some complaints of ex¬ 
cessive rain, -especially in the South, 
Southwest and parts of the East, delay¬ 
ing cultivation and planting, tho abun¬ 
dance of moisture has on the whole been 
bone Ada 1 to the crops. Warmer weather 
would be, however, desirablo In many 
sections of the country. Winter wheat 
lias made good progress, but the smaller 
area planted precludes any gain over last 
year. Reports from Kansas are unusual¬ 
ly conAicltng. In Kansas and Oklahoma 
the condition is reported below last year 
by some observer*, and there are com¬ 
plaints of the plant heading very Bhort. 
Wheat harvesting has begun in Texas, 
but that crop and out* are short In that 
State. Corn planting is well advanced, 
Ui* crop Is in good condition, and the 
largest acreage ever known is certain 
because of it* taking the place of plowed- 
up wheat and oats. Tho weather to* 
spring wheat in tho Northwest has been 
good, and the tendency is to Increase 
estimate* ot area planted. 

Improvement in general business con¬ 
tinues at a good pace, being vary pro¬ 
nounced la Iron and steel, in which some 
adv^aov* have been made In price*. Pre¬ 
diction* are numerous that the Iron and 
steel trade will be on a normal busts by 
the end ft the year. In Us summary for 
this week Dun's Review says progress, 
•low but constant. 1 * again tho record 
of the week. Tho growth of business 
confidence Is, Indeed, more notable than 
the increase in the volume of trade, but 
the revival In iron and steel is of such 
V#morkable dimensions os to Justify the 
most hopeful outlook for the entire in¬ 
dustrial and mercantile situation u* soon 
as the tariff agitation Is out of the way. 
According to Dradstreet's Improvement Is 
ertorc In evidence, but irregularities in 
wiBfUlu-r and crop condition* and ebb and 
Aow movements In trade and Industry 
prevent deQnlto general characterisation 
of the situation as a whole.

The New Nations. 

Lord Charles Beresford proposes 
that the oversea dominions bo no long- 
* er described as '•colonies." but that 
4 henceforth they bo known us nations— 
sister*nations of Great Britain, ac¬ 
knowledging one sovereign and working 
out each Its own destiny, with no more 
than the frlondly co-operation and tho 
Implied protection of the mother coun- 


tu 


try. The suggestion ho* a great deal 
more to recommend !t titan tho mere 
concession to the self-governing eupa 
billtios of States such as the Canada and 
Australia of to-day and the South 
Africa of the morrow. It implies a recog¬ 
nition of mutual obligations, and Is to 
be taken as cementing a bond, which 
Is non*e the less real because its pre¬ 
cise definition is largely ft matter of 
Individual sentiment. 

How these new nations overseas can 
best At Into tho scheme of national 
safety; how they may adequately se¬ 
cure their owfi autonomy while combin¬ 
ing for the protection of the empire, 
are questions of gravo moment. "Thu 
Navy,** a British journal devoted to 
tit# concerns of qaval defense, reminds 
us that not only is each one of them 
liable to be the primary objective of a 
hoe tile Power, but that each one of 
them might provide the cause of quar¬ 
rel which should Involve tho empire In 
war. When a time of trial oomes, u 
will not much avail too closely to in¬ 
quire whose Is tlie quarrel; then the 
efficiency and tho homogeneity of the 
whole will govern and 'control. "Tho 
Navy" sees In some design against 
one of these self-governing partners 
more probable danger than In any Eu¬ 
ropean Imbroglio, and declares tliat the 
rise of Japan, of Germany and of tho 
United Status to tho status of flrst- 
clas* naval Powers has profoundly 
modified the sltutdlon. 

This fear may seem fnr-fotched, 
but the fact that the Canadian Min¬ 
isters uf. War and Marino are about to 
visit tho mother country for the pur¬ 
pose of conferring on Imperial de¬ 
fense. and that a revised scheme of 
protection for the Austral] 
monwealth Is In the hands 
mlralty, give point to the demand for 
a general and comprehensive pro- 
f£saL 

Th# Little Englanders are In a hope¬ 
less minority; they have been repudi¬ 
ated by* tho rank und tile, and even so 
representative a Nonconformist Liberal 
os Sir Robert Perks declares that the 
only way to Insure peace Is to prepare 
tor war, and looks forward to the time 
when tho whole empire shall be fed¬ 
erated as well for defensive purposes 
as for trade. "A defenseless country," 
ho assorts, "especially when rich, must 
be a servile and liberty-lost country.** 

In tho past hundred years every 
war but one has been In defonso of the 
colonial Interests of Great Britain, and 
the mother country has protected the 
dominions under her flag In all parts 
of the world. Sentiment may be tile 
true bond of empire, but something 
more Is needed, and that something 
more. It would appear. Is about to be 
provided. 

It may not bo out of place to recoil 
that when the new nation to our north, 
feeling itself to be full grown, applied 
to Parliament for promotion, it desired 
to be known as the kingdom of Can¬ 
ada; wishing to conciliate the sus¬ 
ceptibilities of the United Btates. the 
British Government pointed out the 
bad taste of erecting a kingdom by tho 
side of this great republic; and the 
Dominion was evolved as a happy com¬ 
promise. Whatever may add to its 
dignity and Its sufety will meet with 
sympathetic approval on this side the 
great lakes, where public opinion Is 
willing, to quote Mr. Balfour, **tbat 
every fraction of the empire should 
work together, w'lth unity, toward pre¬ 
serving everything it holds dear in 
common.”

Mr. Taft’s Critics. 

Some of the American newspapers 
that became frenzied against tho 
antic disposition of Thoodoro Roose¬ 
velt while President, and rejoiced 
that he was to be succeeded by 
a calm, well-poised man of a-Judicial 
training and temperament are now 
evincing a strange Inconsistency In 
classifying the calm, judicial gentleman 
as a "reactionary.*’ The word "reac¬ 
tionary" can mean dlvora and sundry 
things. At this Juncture in this country 
a "reactionary" Is one who would cater 
to "the Interests," and the interests, in 
turn, are the corporations and the In¬ 
dividual magnates controlling \hein. 
Thus, In bestowing the title upon Mr. 
Taft the purpose is to coll him a friend 
of capital and capital’s possessors. 

Now, what do such cross-cut and 
back-trucking contemporaries want? 
They mode it clear that they did not 
want Mr. Roosevelt, but a President of 
Mr. Toffs stomp; now that they huvo 
him they appear to want one of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s. Those who take this con¬ 
tradictory' attitude are few, but their 
course Is so queer as to moke them 
conspicuous. They do not re tied so 
much upon Mr. Taft, cither, as they do 
upon themselves. They betray a be¬ 
fuddled state of mind, an uncertainty or 
viewpoint, a silly love for protesting 
against whatever Is and an Inability 
to think with continuity on tho subject 
beforo the house. 

When Mr. Taft was nominated for 
the Presidency everyone who knew 
him at all know' that ho was 
totally unlike tho gentleman who was 
In tho Whit# House at the time. * Hu 
was elected by tho masses of people 
In that knowledge—and, probably, too. 
because of that knowledge. A:jd when 
Mr. Toft took his oath of office ho 
realized that he was no bronco-buster 
tn statesmanship and he behaved ac¬ 
cordingly. He knew that tho country 
was going through tho dosing stagy of 
a panic and he decided to act as u 
sort of nurse to tho situation. As a 
matter of fact, then, Mr. Tuft for tho 
three months In whidi he has been 
President lias given tho nation—we are 
not discussing Congress—precisely th« 
sort of Governments that Its ailments 
called lor, The busffies* world which 
Is tho world of most of us—was tired of 
shocks and tremors; It wanted a 
chance to convalesce; Mr. Taft has 
given It that chance, us far as Prosl 
denllal deportment Is concerned. 

How U anybody to *u.y tlut Mr. Taft 


Is a "reactionary" when he has boon 
in office onty three months and those 
three montlia have been critical ones 
for tli# country? How is anybody to 
maintain Uutt lie Is a "reactionary" 
simply* because ho docs not foutn at 
tho mouth, shoot off his boss-pistol 
and toss his lariats? And If he 
never calls another a liar, never loses 
his temper or never ententes a nude- 
factor of wealth on a cross uf verbosity 
how Is ho yet to be pronounced a “re¬ 
actionary r 

The Courier-Journal holds no brief 
for Mr. Taft. It opposed him rather 
energetically In Ids race for tho Presi¬ 
dency. Nevertheless. It would protest 
against the about-face altitude of 
some of Mr. Roosevelt's former castl- 
gators. It Is not Mr. Taft who Is de¬ 
serving of adverse criticism for his 
course; it Is rather in order tliat his 
present critics should get their bear¬ 
ings, rec trace their thoughts to tho 
regime o/ Theodore Roosevelt and, 
taking a (rash mental start, try to 
think along a straight line. If they ob¬ 
jected to Mr. Roosevelt they should 
And themselves pleased at the dignity 
of Mr. Taft. They should boor in mind 
.that three mouths do not make a 
Presidential term. and. even If they did, 
the rust w hich the country has received 
is something to be gTateful for. 

There will bo very few persons, any¬ 
how, to think seriously that Mr. Taft 
Is wlkit Is slgnlffed In the word "re¬ 
actionary." The newspapers In mind 
do not actually think so. Indeed, 
it Mr. Taft should suddenly break 
forth into Koosoveltlan antics his very 
critics of the present would be the lirst 
to protest. Their manifestations are 
simply In keeping with tho loose meth¬ 
ods of modem Journalism—methods 
which tack Axed standards, definite 
ideals, continuity of thought and con¬ 
cern for any other time than the mo¬ 
ment of writing. Mr. Taft himself Is 
probably not surprised at the exhibit, 
he having been In public life long 
enough to learn a thing or two about 
the ways and weaknesses of Journal¬ 
ism. 

’*Ue taught the people to think,*’ 
paid Henry Clews of Theodore Roose¬ 
velt in a eulogy delivered the other 
day. Rather did be teach tho people 
how to get along without thinking; 
how to let emotion take tho place of 
thought*; how to permit rant to serve 
for action; hour to regard meddling with 
mors or less equanimity. So much for 
one element of tho population; there 
is another element which he taught to 
shudder arql to wonder. 

A President may be a strict adminis¬ 
trator of law and yet be serene of tem¬ 
per; ho may make the "Interests" toe 
tho mark and yot make no outcry on 
tho subject* TLat Mr. Taft will prove 
a law-enforcing President few persons 
will doubt—even among bis present 
critics.

U. doing its duty. Under those cir¬ 
cumstances Mr. Taft will bo neither a 
radical nor a reactionary; he will be 
just a wise and faithful administrator 
of the law;, which makes for his own 
prestige and bis country’s prosperity.

DR. PORTER’S SERMON TO THE D. 
OF L. GRADUATES. 


EVERY ONE SHOULD SEE AN 
ANGEL STANDING IN SUN. 


ALL IDEAL WORK IS NOBLE. 


The Rev. Henry Alford Porter. pastor 
of Walnut-street Baptist church, preached 
the baccalaureate sermon last evening 
to tho graduating class of the academic 
department of the University of Louis¬ 
ville. lie took for hla text "And 1 Saw 
an Angel Standing In the Sun.*'—Rev. 
xlx., II. 

Dr. Porter said In part. 

"An angel stationed In the sun! A sym¬ 
bol In a book or symbols! What does It 
mean? I believe the angel standing in 
the sun la typical of Johu’a Idea of life. 
Whatever else n« mw there, he certainly 
saw an Ideal being. John was a poet. 
He saw his ideal ahtning above nlra. 
What figure could better express the Ideal 
life glowing there in u man s sky and 
beckoning him to the heights of belug 
than this: T saw on angel standing In 
tho eun?' 

"To be without an Ideal Is worse than 
death. Death? It may be the putting on 
of an ideal, the crowning of Hie. But to 
have nothing to live for. to see nothing 
in life, to hear nothing while the unseen 
angel calls—that la living death. 

"Edward Everett Halo wrote a story 
whl. h gave him a niche in the Temple of 
Fame. *A Man Without a Country" waa 
the name of the tale. A man without 
any land to which he turns with love and 
devotion, without any flag to stir his 
blood, without any national untliem to 
quicken hla pulse. Is u man whom none 
of us would envy. But the most pitiable 
man In the world Is the man wfihuut an 
ideal. No 'deal beating its wings within 
hla breast, no vision beyond the little nar¬ 
row round of dally loll or pleasure, no 
pillar of fire going before him. no shining 
angel looking down upon him. God pity 
the man w'ho has no angel standing in 
tne sun of hla life! dhow* me a man 
without a high Ideal and I will ahow you 
a tragedy. No darker tragedy than this— 
a human being i r. ui.-«l fur eternal heights 
satisfied with a chtld’s/toy, willing to be 
a mere thing on the face of the earth, 
with no upward look, with no star swim¬ 
ming over his head and pointing to the 
Bethlehem of the Ideal. 

"O. I would that 1 might this hour ex¬ 
plode a pound of dynamite under every 
seat In this house’ I would that I might 
surround you with the atmosphere of 
some higher ambition, that l might put 
w ithln you some lofty aspiration to be 
something better and grander than you 
ever have thought. Be not satisfied with 
the little or the mean. Life consists In 
seeing and following the angel In the 
sun.

The Dreamers Are the Doers. 


"It Is the men who see the angel stand¬ 
ing In the sun who. after all. are doing 
the world’s work and carrying the world's 
burdens A newspaper Ism said •Chris¬ 
tian people, with their notions uf morality 
and perreotlon, are like a child crying for 
the moon.’ I am glad to hear ft. The 
child Is father to tho man, and the child 
thAt cries for the moon is the child to 
whom the sun. moon and eleven slurs 
may one day moke obeisance. When Sir 
Isaac Newton was a child he cried for 
the moon, and w*hen he became a man 
l !r * got It, ami the min and stars thrown 
in. No man ever rose from the ranks un- 
lee® there first came to him an ideal to 
beckon him up the slopes A dreamless 
youth means on eventless life. 

"J«*seph would never have amounted to 
nuything laid be not been haunted by 
IdwjJs that would not let him be He be¬ 
gan Ilf* as a slave, but from the depths 
of the pit he saw the angel shining and 
he ended Ufe as a prince. Mo*v.s, feed* 
Ing h4s fiocks In Mldlau. caught sight of 
the angol In the Eastern sky and he wont 
out and became tin? great lawgiver of the 
world to the end of lime. Columbus mw 
tho ungel In the sun and tracked the eun 
w’ostw*ard until he oruased the untra¬ 
versed iwae on hla voyage of dtecorery 
and made a home for freedom forever. 
Franklin caught a glimpse of the angol 
when )>e fastened a key to a kite and 
drew the lightning from the clouds and 
lash*xl the continents together with a 
spark. Washington suw the gleam of the 
angel and followed the gleam until he 
snatched thirteen Jewels from the British 
crown and bound them on the brow of 
America. Lincoln saw the angel through 
those sad eyre of his when he gave his 
Ufe for the reunion of the nation tint he 
loved.

Holds Most Happiness For Young 
Women About To Go Into World.

Tlisrf is another trails 1 '’ion—1 , 

come tho4 they may have Ilf* and sh im' 
ance of good tilings’—those tMr*c« which 
are m**d©d to make life full w.d happy 
I am inclln^l to believe that th© correct 
translation Is the one tliat I have read 
you—that thoy nuiy liav© Ilf© abundantly 
—that they may have Ufe above the com¬ 
mon. 

Therefore, the text suggests two 
stylo* of life. Life—bare life just enough 
to keep one alive—and then the abundant 
life, life above the common There are 
several factors tliat enter into the making 
of a life—God. ourselves, our environ¬ 
ment. Than- arc tfiru factors on the hu¬ 
man side which are weaving the web of 
Ufa. In the ilrst place, there Is the fac¬ 
ulty of reception and the other of voli¬ 
tion, and. since Christ has made possible 
th© higher Ufa. I want specially to call 
your attention this tnomlnw to our tarn 
In th© making of our Ilf©: that Is to say. 
live realisation of Christ's purpose con¬ 
cerning us. 

"Now. then, my friends. I might ad¬ 
dress you In many ways. I might speak 
of the sweat girl graduate; I might apeak 
of you os a droam of lowliness. I might 
spook of you as a symphony In white, as 
you appear to me this morning, but I am 
going to think of you as a poem. Brown- 
Tug says ‘you ure a poem ev©n though 
your poem s naught.* And wo may go 
further and add that everyone Is a poetn 
and everyone Is a poet. itnJ do you Know 
that I sometimes ttiink that this is our 
highest title In this work), a doer, a 
maker, a creator, and we are making our 
world, we are making ourscivaa. we ore 
making our comedy and sometime* our 
tragedy.

Each Asks Question. 

When Mr. Morley unveiled the statue 
of Mr W. E. Gladstone, at Manchester, 
a few years ago, h© said In that address. 
No man has given a more resounding ex¬ 
ample In this generation of what a great 
thing a groat tnan may make of a life/ 
and those words t-ugRrs*. th© thought: 
Am I making a great thing of my life?' 

"I may bring to you only the common¬ 
place things, but It seem* to me that 
someone ought to have moral courage 
enough to deal over and over again the 
old things, with the fundamental prim 
ink's that lead to right living. 

"It Is a profound saying that *w© ar.. 
really never better than we really Intend 
to bo.* We never became In chaiouoi 
or In attainments what w© really do n.'t 
Intend to become. In this regard we make 


our o« n live#. The world's power and 
God's power to bestow aro limited by 
one’s capacity to rrcelve It Is some¬ 
thing to be prayed for that w© should 
not look at the present, to the exclusion 
of our Ufe as a whole. If we could only 
get young people to do that. I sav again 
that It Is something to be prayed for, und 
It Is a remarkable fact that I he most of 
us begin to know only when It is too 
late. Th© most of us begin to sec only 
w*nen the eyesight begins to fnlL It takes 
most of ua an too long to learn that it 
Is not all of Ilf© to touch, taste and 
handle. It Is hard to learn that the In¬ 
tangible may, after all. be the tangible, 
and these Meeting shadows that we but 
dimly see xnny. after HI, b« the realities 
It Is a lessen hard to lean;, especloiy for 
the young people, that the things that 
nr© seen are temporal and the Ihinws 
that nj-e unseen are eternnL 
"N’ow, then, I am going to assume that 
you want to do something und be some¬ 
thing, and I should say this was a laud¬ 
able ambition. The great apostle, St. 
Bnul. hod that ambition, to have his own 
work and prove his own work lie did 
not w*ant to build on another man’s foun¬ 
dation, but was perfectly witling to build 
on the foundation Jesus Christ, and he 
wanted to have a world of his own, and 
I venture there have been but few more 
righteous men In all the world than this 
apostle. Again I put the question: 'Am 
I making a great thing of my lire?* but 
I think there Is a more Important ques¬ 
tion: ’Am I going to make a great thing 
of my life? How con 1? I am only a 
girl. 1 nm onlr a young woman. My 
sphere Is limited. I am shut In on cvcr>- 
side. How can I?* Let me say to you 
that If you feed and sp»ak like that you 
will never make a great thing of your 
life. These are not the thluga that enter 
Into the accomplishments of great things. 
Results and gr©st results are not 
achieved if you think that way.

Few Simple Words. 


"It Is customary on occasions of this 
kind to deliver a learned and scholarly dis¬ 
course. Even If such an address wet 1 © 
possible this morning, and It might not 
be very difficult to speak learnedly and 
obscurely. It suits me best, and It suits 
my feeling this morning, to speak to you 
u few simple, plain words about the mak¬ 
ing of a life which some of us here fond¬ 
ly hope will be a blessing and a benedic¬ 
tion to others. 1 am not going to tell you 
how to achieve success. We might not 
agree on th© definition of It. There Is 
u success that Is not a success. True suc¬ 
cess has Its root In faith In God snd In 
right living In the fullest meaning of that 
term. 

"I venture this assertion, there are 
young ladies t»efore me this morning 
who nr© better furnished In every wuy. 
nt your age. than were some of the great¬ 
est men and women that have lived In all 
the years. My first suggestion Is that 
old Greek phrase. ’Know thyself/ Now I 
do not mean anything like a microscop¬ 
ical examination of yourself, of your dis¬ 
position. etc. Not that at all. That may 
not help you nt all. That may be strain¬ 
ing out gnats and swallowing camels, but 
know* yourself, know* your weak points, 
your tendencies and temptations, your 
capacities, your powers, and then know 
that other part of you. the world In which 
you live. Know the powers with which 
you have to do. Don't begin with a 
dream and don't begin with the eagle 
soaring In the blue sky above you. Be¬ 
gin with the world ns It Is snd know the 
world In which you are living 

"l beg you to remember that there Is no 
gTeater work, no higher work than th© 
creation of manhooil and womanhood in 
Christ Josus That Is th© greatest thing 
I know of. He builds a great thing who 
builds a pyramid, but he builds a greater 
thing who builds a character. He does a 
noble thing who erects a temple, but he 
has don© a nobler thing who has resur¬ 
rected a temple of the Holy Spirit; far 
nobler than St. Paul’s or 8t. Peter’s erect¬ 
ed by human hands, destined to perish: 
and remember that th© mightiest earthly 
enterprise, by the mightiest earthly Em¬ 
pire, yea. even this world Itself with all 
Its beauty Is not to be compared with the 
stirpassing grandeur of the work to which 
you are allied 'to make on Immortal 
spirit meet to be with God/ 

T bid you good morning and good mor¬ 
row. young ladles l wish you bon voy¬ 
age. and my drarest wish for you Is that 
when your boat reaches the other side 
and touches the shore, and God imys get 
out. it may be to rest in the home of th© 
blest ever bright with the duty's smile, 
and may God bless and may God help 
each one of you to moke a great thing of 
life."

Dr. Harry Bass er To Sail For Bombay With String oi 
Thoroughbreds ani Jcckey Walter Ott. 


L exington, jday 30 .—[special.)— 
Dr. Harry Cliatn Ba3eler. who ha* 
been here for several weeks buy¬ 
ing horses to race In Indltt, will 
sail for Bombay from New York nest Sat¬ 
urday with half a d« sen American race 
horses he lias picked up. and Jockey Wal¬ 
ter Ott, who has signed to rlda for htm 
In India. 

Dr. Butuler, who is a native of Penn¬ 
sylvania, has for several years been an- 
gnged by the British Government a* a 
veterinary inspector In the Indian unity, 
and has made numerous trlpft to India 
In charge of consignments of liorsca and 
muff'* from the United State*. 

’’During my sojourn In India l have 
seen much of the racing at Calcutta and 
Bombay, where th# principal meetings 
nrv held,** mtld Dr. Bassler. •'and l t>e- 
• junr convinced that the Arafflun horses, 
which arc used almost exclusively for 1 x 0 - 
Irq ore n*»t tlte equal of our Amcrff-un 
thoroughbreds, and hy that l do not moon 
our top-notched'*, hut ordinary selling 
platers. I was also satisfied from my 
observations and expurl«»pces that an av¬ 
erage American jockey would have a 
twenty-pound advantage over the hid* 
that are riding best over there. 1 talked 
over the matter with q iilend anj we 
concluded to buy a stable of Amvrican 
setting platers, engago an Americ.m Jockey 
attd try ottr liaud on the Indian turf. 

•’The hordes I have pur<ii;i*ed so far 
are Tli* Missus. Nancy, Guifilco. Wlfie 
Merchsnt and Ram Clay. They do not 
rank highly among the racer* of thU 
country, but that they will gel the money 
in India I have absolutely *no fear. The 
purse]* are large enough to be a con¬ 
sideration. but the money Is to be rntulo 
in betting. Th® majority of the book¬ 
maker* ore native* of India and the 
others arc Englishmen.

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HOW CANTILLON DISCOVERED BILLY SULLIVAN 


Manager of White Sox Found Playing Bali In the Wilds 

of Wisconsin. 


B ILLY SULLIVAN, manager of the 
White Sox. wae first brought Into 
prominence by Joe Contlllon. 
manager of the Nationals, In 1337. 
Up to that time Sullivan we* unheard of 
except In hi* own part of Wisconsin, but 
In that year Canilllan signed the young¬ 
ster for the Dubuque club, of which Jus 
was then manager, says the Chicago 
Record-11 era Id. 

Sullivan is a native of Wisconsin, and 
his earthly career began in the town of 
Oaklund. In that Slot©, on February L 
1676. Ills fsmlly moved to Fort Atkin¬ 
son, and while attending ths High Sc fool 
thero Sully started hi* development as a 
diamond star as a member of the school 
nine. . „ . . 

His desire was to shine na an Inflelder, 
and he played shorstop until an ann- 
dent left his team without a catcher one 
day. Without any previous experlmce 
Sullivan was put In to catch, anil found 
It was hi* natural position. 

Ills work behind the bat for that High 
School team attracted the attention of 
the local town team** manager, and he 
was made It* regular catcher. Afterword 
he caught for the Independent team in 
Edge*liter, Wls . and then joined t an- 
tlllon’A club. j 

Cantllkm. by the wav. nearly robbed 
the game of a great plajfor. In one or the 
first professional games bo pla\ed Sul¬ 
livan made a mistake which was efotlv. 
and after the game Cantfllnn called the 
young man down In hi* characteristic

Was Ready To Quit 

That night Sullivan had hD grip all 
packed and was on hi* way to the sta¬ 
tion to go back to the woods before 
Cant 11 Ion found It out, Ju*t In time to 
overtake the player and tell him he didn't

Canflllon did not keep Sullivan long, 
for In th© following year. ISrf. h# wa* 
drafted to the Columbus club, or lbs then 
Western League, and whm that fran¬ 
chise was transferred to Grand Rapids 
Sullivan went ak ng with It. At ihe close 
of the following year Sullivan was sold to 
the B< stun clulf of 'he Xaflotml League.

The situation, however, is working out 
It# own cure Cheap money is one of th© 
greatest of stimulant# to recovery; also 
one of the best, provMed It do«** not en 
courage undue speculation or Inflation. 

Th© tendency for gold to go abroad con¬ 
tinue*. commercial exchange being ecaroe 
borauae of continued small exports and 
large Import©. The future volume of gold 
shipment* may be affected considerably 
bv the securities movement. London la 
quite likely to soil many of our higher 
priced securKJ©* In case of any further 
advance On the other hand. It Is prob¬ 
able that a considerable proportion of 
security Issues. Including tho#© pendlni 
as well a# those already Issued, will fltv 
placement abroad, and London I* now 
buying our txmd* to escape new taxation 
There la nothing in the home motvetary 
•Itnation to cause anxiety; yet the tend 
enclea toward depletion of our gold sup 
piles and expansion of our paper cur- 
rency are not altogether healthy symp¬ 
tom*. Western funds are still coming In 
this direction with considerable freedom, 
and earn- money rate# aro probable for 
some time tn tho future. Our leading 
banker* would welcome a slight stiffening 
of rate* fram purely conservative and 
prudential reason#, but this docs not 
ftflMB probable until autumn crop and 
trnne requirements asrert themselves. 

The early future of the stock market 
must d*q>end upon crop and general bua- 
ln«*s developments. Should these prove 
favorable a continued effort will doubtless 
be made to lift th© market still further, 
while discouraging news would certainly 
have the rever**- effect. No very wide 
fluctuations, however, are to be expected 
in either direction at the present time.
